In the first pla ce there is need for 
every dolla r the city ta kes in to be 
spent on streets a nd other improve­ 
ments. When the ta x pa y ers pa y 
ta x es they ex pect tha t money to 
be spent, a nd if it is not needed, 
there should be a reduction in 
ta x es in every insta nce. 
We don’t see a ny need for the 
Sta te of Missouri to be ca rry ing 30 
million dolla rs in ba la nces through­ 
out the sta te.

"He looks like thp TB type.”

usually applied to the long, slim, 
bony sort of person. But tuber­ 
culosis isn’t partial to gaunt cheeks 
and bones you could hang your 
hat on. The wiry type is no more 
likely to have TB than the feather 
bed figure. 
The specific cause of tuberculo­ 
sis is a germ, the tubercle bacillus, 
which is spread by people with 
active disease who cough up the 
gerrhs. The bacillus has no pre­ 
judices. It can attack fat or thin, 
short or tall, rich or poor. Whether 
or not disease will develop as a 
result of the invasion depends on 
the general health and other fac­ 
tors iff resistance not well under­ 
stood. 
Whan TB germs enter the lungs, 
the'btfcly is usually strong enough 
to defeat the infection and seal the 
germs off in a tiny prison called 
a tubtsrele. But sometimes neither 
side can score. Germs and resist­ 
ance strike a balance. A new in­ 
vasion of germs can tip the balance 
or a breakdown of body resistance 
can do it. The infection turns into 
disease. 
Resistance to TB germs can be 
weakened by bad eating habits, 
lack of rest and sleep, anxiety, or 
illness.

The House and Senate of the 
General Assembly deadlocked for 
several weeks over an appropria­ 
tion to state mental institutions, 
and some other state institutions. 
The Senate presumed to cut over- 
five million dollars off the approp­ 
riation bill passed by the house. 
At no time was it stated the state 
could not afford the appropria­ 
tion, and it was commonly admit­ 
ted there is need for the money 
to be spent on the mental insti­ 
tutions of the state. In other words 
there seems to be a tendency on 
the part of the state’s legislators, 
and especially the Senate, to carry 
great big bank balances of the tax­ 
payers’ money. A year or two ago 
it was reported the state had a 
balance of about 32 million dollars. 
We do not have the figures on the 
present balance. 
We are opposed to storing up big 
balances of the taxpayers’ money, 
and especially when there is need 
for it J 0 be spent. If there is no 
need to spend it, then there should 
be a reduction in taxes. Just re­ 
cently we learned there is some 
sentiment on the Festus City Coun­ 
cil to keep fat balances. We are 
against that one hundred percent. 
In the first place there is need for 
every dollar the city takes in to bo 
spent on streets and other improve­ 
ments. When the taxpayers pay 
taxes they expect that money to 
be spent, and if it is not needed, 
there should be a reduction in 
taxes in every instance.
